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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND 
ADMINISTRATION TO THE CITIZENS OF RUTLAND TOWN 


The school year 1976 - 77 was an interesting one with some projects 
completed and others just beginning. One important matter that was 
decided upon was the installation of an electrical load limiting system 
which will help control our heating system. There were many adjustments 
to make in the system, but due to the unselfish efforts of many people, 
particularly Jesse Billings III, it is working effeciently. Savings have 
been greater than we anticipated. The Central Vermont Public Service 
Corporation has determined that the savings for this year has been 

$7,400.00. 

The storage area that has been under construction has been completed. 
The Rutland Vocational - Technical Center students provided most of 
the labor. This project will give us additional storage space for school 
suppl ies.

There has been a water problem on the bank between Post Road and 
the school driveway which was destroying the asphalt pavement. This 
situation had to be corrected before we resurfaced the driveway. This 
summer we intend to blacktop the driveway and we feel it will last 
much longer now. 

As the school year came to a close we realized, for various reasons, 
that there would be quite a bit of money left in the budget. The School 
Board agreed that the town should have the benefit of this money during 
the current tax year. A $35,000.00 refund or a reduction of $ . 1 3 on 
your 1977 tax effort was returned to the selectmen. 

Voters will find a special item on the ballot this year regarding 
kindergarten transportation. When the kindergarten was originally 
started the town voted to have it without transportation. The board 
felt if this policy was to be changed it should be changed by a vote of 
the people. 


their strong support, we would like to give them a special thanks, and 
hope they realize just how much this help means to the school. 

This year we have been successful in implementing a new Health and 
Nutrition program throughout the school. We are presently studying our 
social studies and science curriculums and intend to make revisions and 
improvements to them next year. 

Once again we would like to say that we are very proud of the high 
quality of our staff. We have an educational system that is highly re- 
garded in Vermont. With the dedication and hard work of the administra- 
tion, teachers, aides, secretaries, cooks and custodians, we have built 
a very fine system. We realize that your strong support has made this 
possible.

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RECREATION COMMISSIONERS 7 REPORT 


This, the third year since its creation, has been an even busier year 
than last, if that is possible. After many delays of Federal and State 
paperwork, time and weather constraints, and normal bidding procedures, 
the Dewey Field renovation project got underway late this year. Work 
there will be finished early this spring and all facilities will be usable 
this season. For the benefit of those of you who aren’t aware, the newly 
renovated facilities will consist of tennis courts with pay lights for 
evening use, a paved full basketball court and multi-use paved play 
area, a bocce court, a bark cushioned childrens play area with apparatus, 
a picnic area with tables and fireplaces, a full fenced little league 
field, and security lighting. In addition all electrical wires have been 
placed underground and the existing building has been expanded to 
include toilet facilities and expanded storage and concession area. 
We plan to operate a full range of summer programs starting this spring 
and there will be supervision on the site daily during program hours. 

We are proceeding well with our plans for the Barker recreational 
facilities. Our recent application has tentatively been approved by the 
State Recreation Board and we are now in the detailed planning stages 
for submission to Federal officials. This development will place close 
to $278,000 of valuable permanent recreational facilities on the site 
and provide years of continued enjoyment for the citizens of Rutland 
Town. A major factor on this site is opening up the land to development 
by the town. Access must be gained to the site and rather extensive 
work must be done which will serve many other town uses in the future. 
The facility as planned will provide a pool for swimming and diving, a 
bathhouse, a playing field for softball and little league, access road, 
and parking area. The town has already approved $30,000 by bond as 
part of our share of this project, a fact which highly encourages both 
the State and Federal governments to co-operate in our plans. Originally 
the State and Federal paid 85% but that has since changed and now we 
are required to pick up 20% rather than 15%. (n any case, I feel the 
town is still getting a bargain at these prices for permanent facilities. 
We should strive to take advantage of these matching programs while 
the funds are still available. We, as your recreation commissioners, 
strongly urge you to complete the funding for this project by supporting 
the requested bond on election day which represents the additional 5% 
required by the Federal government. The project if approved, could 
commence as early as June on the site due to changes in Federal approv- 
al procedure. 


Our regular programs seem to be running very smoothly and we have 
been pleased to date with the success of the summer programs. We 
would like to take the opportunity to sincerely thank those volunteers 
in the community who gave so willingly of their time so that our children 
could have the well coached and supervised teams that we saw this 
past summer. A job well done by all. 

And, finally, my personal note of thanks to all the members of the 
community who have helped our programs by your work and also by 
your suggestions and criticism - it does help. Special thanks to my 
fel low members of the commission for outstanding devotion to an appoint- 
ed position. Without this kind of cooperative effort, little of what has 
been accomplished would have been possible. Nancy Burgess has 
been secretary for three years and will not be seeking another term on 
the commission. Her accurate and timely work as secretary has made 
an outstanding difference in the effectiveness of this commission and 
we will surely miss both her dedicated efforts and her cheerfulness at 
our meetings. 

Bob Sharp of Center Rutland has been named to replace Nancy and 
we welcome him to his new responsibilities. The regular monthly 
meeting of the Recreation Commission is the last Wednesday of each 
month. The December thru May meetings will be held at the Rutland 
Town Elementary School Library. The June thru November meetings 
will be held at the Town Hall. We encourage you to attend our meetings 
and we welcome any suggestions you may have.

Report Year 1977 
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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


The State of the Region during 1977 was improved over 1976. A 
variety of activities on the part of local communities, public and private 
organizations and individuals, and the Regional Planning Commission 
have contributed to this improvement. Much, however, remains to be 
done; many of the problems faced by the Region at the end of 1976 
still exist. However, with continued and increasing cooperation among 
the region’s communities, the challenge posed by these problems can 
continue to be met during the coming year. 

THE ECONOMY 

While the economic picture of the Rutland Region improved during 
the past year, unemployment is still almost 7.0 percent of the labor 
force. The cost of living has continued to rise, affecting every person 
in the region, particularly those on fixed or limited incomes. 

Economic Development activities have been a major priority of the 
Commission during the past year. Aside from our continued involvement 
with the Economic Development Council of Southwest Vermont, the 
Commission was instrumental in aiding regional communities with 
applications for federal Public Works funds. A number of regional 
communities eventually received funds under the Local Public Works 
Act, designed to impact local unemployment patterns. 

The Economic Development Council - an effort of the RRPC, private 
industry, local and state officials and the federal government - showed 
that people from all over the region can work together to solve common 
concerns. Through the efforts of the Council, various communities 
received assistance in their development efforts. They also were given 
assistance that let them take advantage of federal programs dealing 
with economic development. 


HOUSING 

There still remain a large number of households for which no housing 
is available at a reasonable cost, a situation which forces families to 
live in unsafe and unhealthy conditions or forces them to pay more for 
housing then they can really afford. 


During the past year, the Regional Planning Commission proposed a 
Housing Program that suggested a course of action to meet the housing 
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needs of the region's residents. The Program will provide a foundation 
for the Regional Commission to suggest policies to enable a greater 
production of housing aimed at the needs of those persons not presently 
served under current private production. 

In some communities steps are already being taken to utilize federal 
incentives to the private sector to meet local housing needs. Such 
efforts are most encouraging. 

PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION 

The lack of public transportation still poses some serious problems 
for a number of the region's residents. With gas prices on the rise, the 
need for a transit system to provide basic movement between home and 
work, or shopping, or health services, may greatly increase. 

The region’s year - old bus system is a step in meeting this need. 
Over the past year The Bus carried over 63,000 passengers. Of these 
nearly 30% were over 60 years of age. The Bus is also meeting the 
transportation needs of some of the area’s human service agencies, 
thereby providing more coordination and a more effective use of^our tax 
dollars. 

The Regional Planning Commission has provided technical information 
to the managers of The Bus upon which day - to - day operating decisions 
can be made. Continued work in the public transportation area should 
place the region in an advantageous position to meet the future trans- 
portation needs of the region's residents. 

SOLID WASTE 

Rutland County has been singled out by the state as having serious 
solid waste disposal problems. A number of regional communities 
have been faced with legal action unless specific steps are taken to 
correct identified deficiencies. Other communities, with approved 
sanitary land fills, recognize that other solutions must be found and 
that the landfill is only a temporary solution to an increasingly complex 
problem. 

Through the combined efforts of local communities, the RRPC, state 
officials and the federal government, a program was generated to locate 
an adequate landfill site, or sites, to meet the region’s immediate needs. 
In addition, the RRPC participated in a study to determine politically 
and economically feasible alternatives to sanitary landfills that could be 
used in the near future. 


LAND USE 

Future growth and development in the Region can take a number of 
courses. One is unguided and unplanned growth which can lead to 
increasing local government costs. Another is a coordinated effort on 
the part of local communities and the Regional Planning Commission to 
develop guidelines within which development can take place. Local 
governments have the ultimate responsibility to plan for the future and 
adopt the mechanisms to implement local plans. However, in concert 
with the Regional Commission, broad goals, policies, and objectives 
can be generated to encourage coordinated growth and development not 
just within a community but throughout the entire region to the benefit of 
all the region’s residents. 

The Land Use Planning program of the Regional Planning Commission, 
in preparation during the past' two years and the results of numerous 
public meetings, extensive publicity, and creative discussion, is avail- 
able to local communities to assist them in their planning efforts should 
they choose to make use of it. 
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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL REPORT* TO THE CITIZENS OF RUTLAND TOWN 

It is the goal of the Health Department to protect and improve the 
health of all Vermonters by providing services to the residents of each 
town without charge. During the past year we have provided the follow- 
ing services to the people of Rutland Town. 

566 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist 
and received personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the 
school year. 

Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse 
program. 

Treatment for 67 children was approved and paid for in total or in 
part by the Tooth Fairy and Denticaid Programs. 

Public Health Nurses made 41 individual public health visits to 
29 persons. 

2 persons received instruction in childbirth and parenting in group 
classes. 

45 children received preventive health examinations and counselling 
at Well Child Conferences. 

14 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 

In a special program, 487 persons were immunized against swine flu. 

Through the Handicapped Children's Program, diagnosis and treat- 
ment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions 
were provided to 14 children in an effort to reduce their handicaps. 

4 persons received chest X - rays for early detection of lung disease 
from the Barre, Rutland or other Health Department chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Burlington: 

3 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against 
german measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects, 

10 other diagnostic blood tests, 


8 bacteriological and viral cultures, 

166 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor 
drinking water quality. 

Through the Emergency Medical Services Program, the Health 
Department provided funds to help with the purchase of equipment for 
the Aldous Ambulance Service. 

19 people received nutritional education and food supplements 
through the Special Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants 
and Chi Idren (WIC). 

Through the Early Periodic Screening Detection and Treatment 
Program (EPSDT) 16 children underwent medical evaluation and 
treatment. » 

2 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer. 

Statewide, 400 emergency medical technicians were trained; 142,600 
doses of vaccine were distributed to private physicians; 20 hospitals 
and 48 nursing homes were inspected and licensed; 3475 blood and 
breath samples were tested for alcohol content; 1951 restaurants were 
inspected; 2144 venereal disease treatments were paid for and 778 
contacts were traced; material to test 38,825 persons for tuberculosis 
was distributed to private physicians, public clinics, and schools; 150 
industrial inspections affecting 13,174 workers were done; and 55 X-ray 
machines were inspected. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local 
Health Services to your Town Health Officer Donald F. Icken, D.V.M. 

Your Town Clerk Richard Del Bianco received support and instruction 
in the handling of vital records from the Division of Public Health 
Stati sties. 

Although no residents participated, Health Department services 
are also available to Rutland Town in the following program: 

The Child Development Clinic.

The Rutland Opportunity Council serves as a community based 
agency designed to implement programs and projects that directly assist 
low- income and elderly persons with problems of self-sufficiency. 
We also function as an out-reach and service agency responding to 
crisis needs; i.e., Emergency Fuel Assistance, Transportation for 
medical appointments, Winterization and Home Repair. 

During 1977 ROC provided 103 direct services for Rutland Town 
area residents. These services include the following: assistance with 
government forms, social service information, counselling, and trans- 
portation. We also coordinated with local groups for Thanksgiving 
and Christmas baskets. 

Programs include: Summer Youth Camp, Meat Co-op, Food Shelf, 
and Energy Program. ROC's Energy Program provided 5 families with 
emergency fuel loans -$584.36, Crisi s Intervention-1 5 famil ies-$3, 1 1 1 .39, 
winterized 8 homes-$l ,824.56, and supplied 9 cords of wood 8 families, 
3 stoves for 3 homes-$750.00, for a total of $6,270.31 spent for energy 
in this area. 

ROC appreciates the support which the Town has provided in the 
past ($750) and we hope we will be able to count on this support for 
the coming year. We invite suggestions from Rutland Town citizens, 
especially concerning the needs of low-income and elderly. Tom 
Johnston, our worker in the area is always interested to hear about 
fami ly or community needs where we might be able to help.
